The citations listed on the accompanying form PTO 1449 are submitted in compliance 
with the duty of disclosure as defined in 37 CFR 1 .56 and 1 .97. 

U.S. Patent No. 5,650,053 awarded to Gay, et al. on July 22, 1997 discloses a process 
and device for the electrorefining of spent metallic nuclear fuels. The device has parallel 
electrodes with anode baskets rotating within a cylindrical cathode. 

U.S. Patents Nos. 5,531,868 and 5,443,705 awarded to Miller, et al. on July 2, 1996, and 
on August 22, 1995, respectively, disclose processes and devices for the electrorefining of 
uranium and plutonium. 

U.S. Patent No. 5,009,752 awarded to Tomczuk, et. al. on April 23, 1991 discloses a 
device and a process for the recovery of uranium and plutonium from spent metal clad fuel 
pins. The process uses secondary reactions between U+4 cations and elemental uranium at the 
anode to increase reaction rates and improve anodic efficiency.
